Tue CoxsTITUTION Ss correspondent found 
the general in his oflice surrounded by the 
mail just receive omprising a large number 
of congratulatory letters and telegrams. The 
general stated that the first intimation he had 
of tbe objection to his confirmation was a 
private telegram received from Washington 
lest evening, announcing the withdrawal of 
‘his name and promising particulars by letter. 
In response to an inquiry as to the true cause 
of this unexpected aation, the general replied: 
«“Well,trom what 1 can learn,the republicans

the present.” 

“Will, why should you be singled out from 
gmoLg many others, in the same position as 
yourself, and have this objection urged against 
you?’ 

“Il don’t know, except that ag soon as my 
nomination became public, the newspapers 
began to bring up my wer record in a prom- 
inent manner; dwelling with great gusto on 
the fact that I had been quartermaster-general 
ofthe confederate army, and fought, had been 
wounded with Jackson, etc. 
course, a tendency to attract more than usual 
attention tome, and caused the republicans 
wgain to raise the cry about too many southern 
brigadiers being appointed. to high posi: 
tions. It is probable that the

The News and Gossip Floating in Govern. 
ment Channels. : 

Wasuixcton, April 3.—The secretary of the 
aa has appointed W. D. Bratton, of 
North Carolina, and R. B. Watkins, of Cop- 
necticut, assistant surgeons in the marine 
hor pital service. 

Orders have been issued by the treasury 
department to have the SouthAtlantic quaran- 
tine station at Sapelo sound and the galf 
quarantine station at Ship island, placed in 
readiness for the summer season. 

A statement prepared at the treasury de- 
partment, based ou the latest returns, shows 
an excess of available assets over the demand 
liabilities of the government to be $16,418,092. 
According to this statement the net cash is 
$206,363,664, and the net liabilities $189,945,- 
572, This statement is prepared under the 
new form from which fractional silver coin is 
omitted as an.asset, and the $100,000,000 re- 
serve is treated as a liability. 

e comptroller of the currency said to-day 
that whilethe failure of the Exchange Na- 
tional bank of Norfolk, Va., is a most serious 
one, the government is amply protected and 
will suffer no loss in consequence. 

The president to-day appointed John R. 
Garrison, ot Virginia, to be deputy first comp- 


» troller of currency, vice Judge Tarbell, re- 


signed, and John 8. McCalmont, of Pennsy]l- 
vania, to be commissioner of customs vice 
Judge Johnson, resigned, 
McCalmont is reported to be a democrat, 
and one who has taken an active part in the 
olitical campaign in Pennsylvania. Heisa 
awyer by profession, and was at one time 
speaker of the state house of representatives, 
Ke served inthe union army during the war, 
and rose to the rank of colonel of volunteers. 
His appointment to the present oflice was re- 
cemmerded by Representatives Scott, Randall 
and Ermantrow,of Pennsylvania, and War- 
ner, of Ohio.

He was appointed clerk in the 
treasury department in April, 1863, and has 
eerved there in various capacities ever since. 
He is described by his associates as a 
model business man. He is in 
political faith a republican, but hes never, it is 
said, allowed politics to interfere with his 
otficidl duties. 
to his merits. 
Judge Charles Chesley, of New Hampshire, 
solicitor of internal revenue has, at the re- 
quest of Attorney-General Garland, tendered 
his fesignation, to take effect on the appoint- 
ment and qualification of his successor. 
Judge Chesley entered the treasury depart- 
ment as a $1,400 clerk in June, 1865, and was 
promoted from time to time till he was mada 
chief of the division at $2,500. He 
resigned this position in July, 1871, to accept 
employment in the department of jnstice, and 
was engaged in business before the court of 
claims. In October of that year he was ap- 
pointed solicitor of internal revenue, and has 


served continuously in that office ever since. 


He is reputed to be a faithful aid well inform- 
ed officer... 

E. J. Phelps, recently appointed United 
States minister to England, qualified yeater- 
day, and was at the state department to-day, 
receiving his credentials.

THE DELAYED CONFIRMATIONS. 


The Repubticak Senators Expressing Opin- 
ions as te Their Course, 
Wasnuineton, April 3.—The Star this even- 
ipg says: 

lt seems to be generally agreed among the seua- 
tors that the fact ofcertain nominations hayinA 
been leit over without action, does not signitg 
that there is any disposition among the majority 
to antagonize the president. Senator Dawes, a 
promirent and recognized republican leader, said 
to a Star reporter that the tenure of 
cffice act does not apply to either revenue or con- 
sular appointments. The question of the terms 
of office of sich officials, the said, had not been 
raised for a quarter of a century, because the re- 
publicans, during that time, had controlled the 
adininistration, and the appointments were 
simply en. one party man in to succeed 
another. his being the condition 
of affairs, there had been no rigid scrutiny by the 
renate into the question of:appointments. But 
now, be thought, there was a disposition in the 
senate to assert its full power in the matter oi ap- 
pointments. 

‘For justance,’’ he saia,“‘during the recess of the 
senate the president can suspend an efflicial for 
cause and appoint another in his stead. But 
should the senate at the next session refuse to 
confirm the appointee, then the encumbent would 
retain the office.’’ ; 

“Then, would the senate at the next session re- 
quire the president to submit his reasons for the 
suspension?” asked the reporter. 

“Ob, yes,’ replied the senator. ‘‘That would 
have to be dore.’’ 

Upon being reminded that such had not been 
the custom in the past, even when the senate was 
democratie, Mr. Dawes said that it was chiefly be- 
cause the appointing power was in the republican 
party, and there was no disposition apiong men of 
the cry wegen a gage very close inquiry 
about the appointments, 

Avother prominent republican senator, who 
represents one of the staunchest western repud- 
licen states, stated that there is no disposition 
emong the republicans to antagonize the presi- 
dent. ‘‘We feel,’ he said, ‘that the election of a 
democratic president imposes; upon that party 
the responsibility of the selections for offices, and 
unless there should be a palpable violation of the 
civil service law or of public propriety, we are not 
inclined to infere now. Should a man noted as a 
union soldier be displaced, ‘to make room 
for a confederate, we would, no doubt, oppose it, 
but ordinarily we are willing to confirm the 
president’s selections,’’ This senator asserts that 
the non-action of the senate upon a number of 
nominations did not, in any 3ense, signify an an- 
tagonism to the presidemt in making the remov- 
als. Said he: “Insome of the cases which had 
just been reported back under our rules, a single 
objection could and did carry the nomination 
over for one day.. Some senator — 
side of the chamber might see fit to object. From 
the best information—some of it authentic—there 
is no reason to believe that anything which oc- 
curred in the last hours of the special. session in- 
dicates any purpose of the republicans to fight the 
president tn the matterof official appointments. 
On the contrary, there is good reason to say that 
the disposition of the republicans is to accord to 
the president all the power and authority which 
his party can claim for himin the matter of his 
selections for offices. ,

THE DAY WITH GRANT. 


A REFRESHING SLEEP GIVES HIM 
STRENGTH,

And He Pacses a De} Which Gives Hope of Several 
Days Lease of Life—The Latest Bulletins From 
the Sick Room—Visitors and Friends 
Calling to See the Bick General. 


New York, April 3.— little betore 12 
o’clock last night Dr. Douglas was driven to 


the door of General Grant’s house in a han- 


som.cab. He ascended the steps and was 
admitted immediately. About -1 o’clock he 
issued the bulletins signed by himself and Dr. 
Shrady to the eflect that General Grant had 
been sleeping quietly since the administra- 
tion ofthe anodyne. The outer door was 
closed all night long, and when U.S. Grant, 
Jr., called, about 4:30 a. m., he was compelled 
to remain on the steps for some minutes be- 
fore he wes admitted. When questioned he 
answered that he had not been sent for, but 
came there in case he was wanted. The 
general had passed a quiet night. There were 
no evidences of life about the house until 5:45 
a.m. Atthat time aservant rolled up the 


shades in the general’s bow-window, and a few 
moments after Dr. Shrady appeared for a 
brief time at the library window. He and Dr. 
Douglas had been having some sleep, and had 
risen a short time before.. -The first person to 
leave the house to-day was Rev. Dr. Newman. 
He came forth at exactly 6 o’clock. To the staff 
of reporters, who had patrolled the street all 
night, he said: 

“General Grant fell asleep at 10 o’clock last 
right, and slept continuously until 5 o’clock 
a.m. At that hour he asked for a drink, 
which he received. His throat was then moist- 
ened and dretsed,-and the general seemed 
bright.” 

THE GENERAL SPEAKS. 

As Dr. Newman left the house at six o'clock, 
General Grart had spoken to him, and the 
patient’s voice seemed stronger and was 
stronger than at any time since the unfavora- 
blesymptoms. The family were encouraged 
and hopeful. The general had no bad symp- 
toms whatever during the night. The first 
bulletin of the new day, and to General Grant, 
indeed, Good Friday, was as follows: 

‘April 8, 6 a.m.—General Grant has had a pro- 
longed sleep. He has taken food at intervals dur- 
ing the night. The rest of the time has ben de- 
voted to refreshing sleep. His pulse issteady and 
full. and he has no pain.’’ 

At 6:40 a.m.a gentleman left the house. 
He is thoroughly informed as to the general’s 


‘condition, and was asked to state what it was. 


He said the bulletin had told the story, but he 
would add that General Grant had been 
snatched from the grave, and the hypodermic 
syringe had done it. The general rested in 


his chair all night, and this morning if is be-. 


lieved that he will spend Easter Sunday with 
the living. 

As the fog lifted with the rising sun the 
rrom of General Grant seemed to assume a 
cheerier look: The windows were raised to 
admitthe warm, spring-like air, and the lace 
draperies at the windows lifted fluttered in 
the slight breeze that was stirring. Pedes- 
trians who. passed through the streets stopped 
to inquire how the general was. When told 
that he was much stronger and much im- 
proved, they could af first hardly credit the 
report, but when convinced they 
turned away or proceeded with pleased 
utterances. At 9:20 o’clock Dr. Shrady teft 
the house and went to his home. As hecame 
down the steps he said: 

“The general is first rate as compared with 
yesterday.” 

General Dent called during the morning, 
and at-9:25 ex-Senator Chaffee entered the 
house. Five minutes later U. 8. Grant, son of 
Orville Grant, left the house. He had been 
there all night. He said the general was rest- 
ing in his chair during the night with his feet 
upon a stool. During the night he had en- 
tered the room, and the general had extended 
his"band in welcome. The recentsinking spells 
had been due to trouble. of the heart, though 
there was no organic disease of the heart. 


-Colone! Grant had been with his father all 


night, and has not had his clothes off in a 
week. During the morning it was understood 
that before night a consultation of attending 
physicians would take piace, prompted by the 
jmproved condition of the patient. 

REFRESHED BY SLEEP. 

At 10:30 this bulletin was issued: 

At 10:£0 a, m., General Grant awoke refreshed 

by bis lorg sleep. He has taken nourishment 
twice since the last record, and is now preparing 
forabath in bed. His pulse is good and the good 
condition of six o’clock continues. 
§ At L0:45 ex-Senator Chaffee and Counsell- 
ors Perrington left the house. They reported 
the general easy,and Mr. Chaffee said the im- 
provement must be regarded as due to the pa- 
tient’s great constitution and iadomitable 
pluck, but that the improvement could not be 
permanent, The general ate a heartier break- 
fast this morning than he has for some time 
past. After having taken the bath which was 
referred to in the last bulletin, he went to 
eleep, and at 1:30 seems to be ina refreshing 
slumber. 

The physicians’ bulletin from Grant’s house 
at 12:30 says the general was bathed, covered 
in bed, and then, at his own request, returned 
to his easy chair, in which he is more com- 
fortable than lying in bed. He took food and 
is now quiet. The effect of 
the anodyne given last night passed off about 
He became wake- 
ful and experiences some uneasiness in the 
throat. At 2:50 General Grant 
was very comfortable. The uneasiness 
in his throat was relieved by the remedies 
previously employed. He hastaken his food 
regularly and well. The bath refreshed him. 
About two o’clock he had his window opened 
andthe air of the room was renewed with 
good effect. At4:40 General Grant had con- 
tinued comfortable since the visit of Dr. 
Burke. He isstill sitting in his easy chair. 
He has just taken liquid nourishment with 
relish. His pulse was 84 and unchanged in 
volume; temperature normal. An item from 
a newspaper expresses the belief that the 
general is not sostrong as he was this morn- 
ing, and it is feared that he may be consider- 
ably worse. 

LOOKING AT THE GRANT MANSION, 

The warmth of the sunny afternoon to-day 
encouraged promenaders and they strolled 
through Sixty-sixth street from Fifth avenue to 
Madison, and from Madisonto Fifth avenue. 
The throngs passed onthe south side ofthe 
street so that they might view thp residence 
of General Grant. irectly opposite the 
house, during two hours at least im’ the after- 
noon, passage along the walk at that point 
was with difficulty accomplished. But few 
people passed on the side o the street upon 
which the Grant house is located. _ A police- 
man was constantly near the steps of the gen- 


| eral’s house, and two officers will patrol the 


street on that block all night. 
THE PATIENT GROWING WEAKER. 


Despite the reassuring bulletins of the morn- 
ing and afternoon, there was anxiety in the 
Grant household during the day: Colonel 
Fred Grant was at notime reassured. He felt 
that his father was growingall the time 
weaker,and that he might expire at any hour. 
Dr. Shrady returned to the general’s house at 
four p.m., and at that hour Dr. Douglas went 
home to return ateleven p.m. After that 
hour both doctors were to be on duty all 
night. During the aftemnoon John Jacob 
Astor called, also A. J. Drexel of Philadel hia, 
C. P. Callis, Dr. Tiffany and Hamilton Fish, 
Jr. Dr. Newnan and Senator Chaffee left to-

GRANT SIGNS HIS NAME. 

Ex-Senator Chaffee soon returned to the 
residence of General Grant, and at 10:30 again 
left. He said that a large dose of morphine 
had just been administered anda good night’s 
tleep was expected. “General Grant is the 
most wonderful man in combatting disease I 
ever heard ot,” said Chaffee. “He walks 
abcut the room unaided, notwithstanding 
his extremely weak condition. A short 
time ago he walked into an adjoining room 
and aflixed his‘ autograph to four pictures. 
The strokes of his pen were as bold and firm 
a they were when the gencral was in health. 

Secretary John W. Voorman, of the state 
senate, called at the house this evening and 

resented the family with a copy of the reso- 
utions of sympathy passed by that body. 

_ The association of New York volunteer reg- 
iments held a meeting to-night and resolved 
that: “We take this occasion to tender our 
heartfelt sympathy to our grand old com- 
mander, in the cross he has to bear—he whose 
glory as a superb soldier has never been 
dimmed. We pray Almighty God that his lite 
mey be spared; but if it please God to take 
him from us, we shall ever treasure his mem- 
ory.” 

General Grant was able, at 10 o’clock, to 
welk unaided into his library and sign an 
important document. An anodyne has been 
administered, and he i8 now asleep in hi 
chair. His general condition remains the 
same as stated in the last bulletin. 

The important document alluded to was 
afamily paper. Nothing more specific can 
be learned. Dr. Shrady has just said that 
Grant’s condition is very good to-night, but it 
cannot be told at what moment the patient 
willdie. The anodyne administered has pro- 
duced sleepiness. Dr. Shrady says he never 
saw sO Much exhaustion in a-man suffering 
with a disease of such small local magnitude. 
This exhaustion, the doctor thinks, is due 
largely to the recentshocks. By these shocks, 
the doctor probably meant the general’s fall 
wifen entering his carriage, neuralgia, the ex- 
traction of teeth, business troubles, etc.

The Scene Around the Bedside When Grant 
Was Supposed to Be Dying. 

New York, April 3.—An inmate ot General 
Grant’s household said to-night: 

“The true history ot General Grant’s ‘death- 
bed’ scene on Tuesday morning, when it was 
feared the general had breathed his last, is as 
follows: About four o’clock in the morning 
the old soldier suddenly gasped and presented 
ail the symptoms ofthe death-struggle. The 
family, the physicians and Dr. Newman 
rushed to his side. Nearly all gave him up 
for good. Doctors Douglas and Shrady held a 
hurried consultation, after which Dr. Shrady 
filied a hypodermic syringe full of brandy 
end injected the contents into the general’s 
arm. The extreme pallor, so characteristic of 
death, gave way toa healthful looking flush 
and Re dying soldier was given for 
+ Eee time a new 
I. This - promptitude (on the pars 
of Dr. Shrady saved,the general and prolong- 
ed his life so as to enable him to sign seme 
papers of great moment to his family. It also 
saved a great figure in- American history to 
his ccunt: ymen for at least some days. Alter 
the general had recovered he pleasantly said 
to the surgeon who had performed the signal 
eervice: 

“Well, you’ve prolonged my agony for a 
while.” - 

‘“Yes,’’ answered Dr. Shrady, “we will have 
you with us some time yet,’’ 

Dr. Newman was ei at seeing the 
gerieral recover sorapidly, and prayed fer- 
vently. The eyes of the ladies were suffused 
with tears, put they showed great joy when 
they saw death averted. A minute’s delay at 
the time would have made.a great change in 


It is understood that when General Grant 
dies, the funeral will take place in Washing- 
ton and the interment near there, 

A ETE! FOB RMSE RE 
Preparing For Grant’s Funeral. 

Wsuineton, April 3.—The friends of Gen- 
eral Grant have been informed that he has 
expressed a desire to be buried at Washington, 
and they are consulting as to what action 
shall be taken when he dies. General Sheri- 
dan will have the matter in charge, and the 
funeral will take place here. They express 
the hope that the necessity for this service 
may be delayed as long as possible, but when- 
ever the time comes they will have the funeral 
take place here with grand and impressive 
national ceremonies.

It was decided that 
they could not be sold except at public 
suction, as required by law, but 
in consideration .- of the probable 
destitute condition of American citizens at 
Aspinwall, the war department has placed 
them in custody ofthe admiral of the fleet. 
There are being sent by the City of Para pry 
hospital tents to be used only inthe event of 
suth case of existing destitution as would 
justify their employment fer tlie protection of 
Americans atthat point. These are in addi- 
tion to the tents needed for the marines. Ad- 
miral Jouett telegraphs from New Orleans 
that he] left that city with the Tennessee this 
morning for Aspinwall. 

Commander B. H. McCalla has been ordered 
as commanding officer of the force to be sent 
to Aspinwall. Assistant Sergeant Frederick 
N. Ogden has been detached trom duty oa 
board the St. Louis, and ordered 
to duty with the detachment 
of marines for Aspinwall. Commodore 
W. T. Truxton has been ordered to command 
the nevy yard at Norfolk onthe 10th inst., and 
also to dis¢harge the duties connected with 
the Norfolk harbor. Commander William K. 
Mayo has been detached from command of the 
navy yard at Norfolk the 10th inst. and 
placed on waiting orders. Lieutenant T. B. 
M. Mason has been detached from duty in 
charge of the office of naval intelligence, and 
ordered to command the field battery to be 
organized at New York for service on the Isth- 
mus of Panama. Orders relative to the detail 
of officers to go to Aspinwall are not to go into 
effect unless information shall be received 
making it necessary to send’ the additional 
force to that place.

THE BROOKLIN MARINES ON PARADE. 

Preparations were being made to-day atthe 
Brooklyn navyyard for the departure of the 
marines for Panama to protect American in- 
terestthere. Two hundred and fifty men 
were dispatched to-day, and two hundred 
more will be on Monday next. The men were 
all provided with new outfits, 
and presented a fine appearance when on 
parade. The men embarked in the tug boats, 
and at noon were conveyed to the Pacific mail 
steamer, “City of Para,’ which will sail this 
afternoon for Aspmwall.

MACON NEWS OF A DAY.

Baughn eeid nothing, and the negro impudently 
cursed him. Baughn then arrested him and start- 


ed towards the barracks with him. Calhoun tried . 


to get his knife two or three times to cut the offi- 
cer, and would have succeeded had not the officer 
acted with coolness and promptness in prevent- 
ing him. Calhoun was locked up. 

About the same time, Officers Bailey and Hardy 
arrested John Stone andG. 8, Lambert, two drunk 
and disorderly tramps, in Murray’s alley, just out 
of Pine street. Stone struck Bailey a heavy blow 
on the neck with his left fist and then tried to 
strike with his right, but Bailey clubbed him on 
the head, knocking him down.

Withdrawal of His Name. 

There was considerable speculation yesterday 
as to what would be the outcome of the appoint 
ment and withdrawal of General Lawton’s name 
as minister to Russia. A gentleman who is well 
posted on such matters said: 

“It is my epinion that the president will re-ap- 
point him. I believe he withdrew his name, fear- 
ing that the technical objection urged against it 
would retult in-its rejection by a vote 
in the | senate. If that had oe- 
curred he could not have sent his mame in again, 
feeling that the objection was technical and that 
it could be removed as soon as congress meets. I 
think the president withdrew the name promptly 
before itcould be rejected and will send it in 
again in a few days, subject to confirmation when 
congress meetsin December, at which time, of 
course, General Lawton’s disabilities will be re- 
moved,”’ 

On the other hand, another gentleman said: 

“I don’t think it probable that the presi- 
dent will disregard even a 
tech nical objection when it is 
madeon a constitutional point. My opinion is 
that when the president first heard of the objec- 
tion he consulted his attorney-general. If the at- 
torney-genéral bad advised him that the consti- 


| tutfonal point was not a goodone I tkink he 


would hate stood by his nomination and made the 
fight, saying to the senate ‘I prefer to contest the 
opinion of my attorney-general rather than with- 
draw the name.’ It appears to me that the prompt 
withdrawal of the name means that 
the attorney-general advised the  presi- 
dent, however: unwillingly, that 
the objection would stand. This view is strength- 
ened by the fact that the judiciary cemmittee re- 
ported adversely to the confirmation on that 
groundonly. Thereare democrats on thatcom- 
mittee, and ifthe objection could have been over- 
ruled they would have overruled it in committee 
meeting, Iam very much afraid that the with- 
drawal of the name is final.”’ 

‘Then can General Lawton hold no position 
under the government?” 

“None. Had he been appointed a member of 
the cabinet the same objection would have ruled 
himout. Itis very untortunate that application 
was never made for the removal of his disabilities, 
It could have been dohe atany moment had he 
or his friends suspected that it was necessary. 
Within the last few months congress has removed 
tbe disabilities of perhaps fifty men with a view 
to enabling them to take office if it was tendered 
them under the democratic administration. 
It is an ubjust and oppressive 
distinctign, but it appears to 
be legally correct, and the president has doubtless 
been so advised otherwise. Icannot understand 
his withdrawal of a name that he was anxious to 
have confirmed.”’

The British then | 
burned Tamai. General Graham lost one 
man killed and twelve men wounded during 
the fighting. : 

Conflicting dispatches reccived from Suakim 
this morning in regard to the movements of 
General Graham’s forces, leave a ganeral im- 

ression of uncertainty as to what actually 
So been the course of events to-day. The be- 
lief here is that there was no fighting to speak 
of and that the casualities were very slight. 
Official dispatehes state simply that tour men 
were wounded. Other dispatches, however, 
say that one man was killed, and from six to 
twelve wounded. The British found tae water 
at Tamai badin quality and insufficiertt in 
quantity, and after setting fire tothe village 
returned to the zarebra from which they set’ 
out in the morning. 

The advance to Tamai was made over broken 
ground and through deep ravines. Few rebels 
were about, and they retired after the ex- 
change of afew shots. After burning Tamai 
the British returned .to General McNeill’s 
Areba. The cavalry will return to Suakim.

T. M Emerson, 
THE TENURE OF OFFICE. 


©. A. TAYLOR. 
An Important Question Which Needs a 
Great Deal of Light. 

Wasuincron, April 3.—The statutes relating 
to the tenure of office and the powersof re- 
moval, have recently been the subject of much 
careful study, not alone by those who were 
inspired by the hope of gaining or retaining 
ofice, and wide differences of opinion have 
been developed, which are quite aside from 
the questions of party policy. The president’s 
power of apointment, “by and with the advice 
of the senate,” is derived trom the constitu- 
tion, and is inalienable, but that instrument 
confers no power of removal except by impli- 
cation. In the+tenure of office act of 1867, the 
law meking power has given an iuter- 
pretation of the implied power of 
removal in so far as it relates to the offices to 
which appointments are made for fixed terms, 
andtherein expreasly reserves to the senate the 
right of refusing “advice and consent’”’ to the 
removals. The act entitles the appointee ‘to 
hold such office during the term for which he 
was appointed, unless sooner removed by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate, or 
by appointment with like advice and con- 
— of his successor.” The question arises 
whether, in the absence of any similar provis- 
relating to the offices 
which no fixed term is 
attached, the president has the.power of re- 
moval without advice and consent. All 
levelanhd’s appointments to this class of offi- 
ces, where they were not vacant, or the in- 
cumbent had not resigned, have been, ‘‘vice 
blank to be removed,” the constitutional right 
of the executive to make the removal without 
the advice and consent of the senate Wwouid 
at“once have been rethoved. The same 
act, in another seétion, confers upon the pres- 
ident the power to. suspend, in his discretion, 
during the recess of the senate, any civil offi- 
cer of the government except judges of the 
¢ United States courts, even one filling an office 
which has a fixed term, and to designate a 
suitable person to perform th@duties of the 
office, but no power is conferred to make ab- 
solute removals. The -president is required 
to make nominations in te place 
of such as are thus 
suspended to the next session of the senate. 
It is a question whether, in case the senate 
fails or refuses to confirm such nominations, 
thé original incumbent is entitled to return. 
If it be admitted that he is so entitled, the 
question arises, has the president the power to 
suspend him again next day or next hour, @ 
in another recess of the senate, . 
practically nullify the tenure 
office act. It the right of tite sen- 
ate to prevent removals from offices 
which have fixed terms, by refusing its con- 
sent, is admitted, the question arises; does not 
the same right extend to all the offices except 
thore which the president and the heads of 
departments are authorized to fill without 
relerence to the senate? It is said that emi-

no fixed terms, that it was the right and duty 
of the senate to consider first, the qualifica-

This, it was 
urged, moreover, was in line 
with the spirit of civil services 
reform, to which both parties
